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" I give and bequeath the sum of dollars unto the ' New- 
York State Colonization Society,' incorporated by an Act of the 
Legislature of the State of New- York, passed April the 7th, 1855, 
and the receipt of the Treasurer shall be a sufllcient discharge therefor 
to my executors." 

Notice this Section of the Act : 

" § 9. The Corporation hereby created shall be capable of taking, 
holding, or receiving any property, real or personal, by virtue of any 
devise or bequest contained in the last will or test iment of any per- 
son whatsoever, the clear annual income of which devise or bequest 
shall not exceed the sum of twenty thousand dollars." 
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This Anniversary was held on Tuesday evening, May 6tb, 
in the Collegiate (Reformed Butch) Church in Lafayette Place. 
The attendance ■wa§ not crowded, but larger than we recollect 
to have seen for the last four years. 

Anson Phelps. Esq., President of the Society, presided. 
Rev. Thomas De Witt, D.D., supplicated the divine blessing. 

Dr. D. M. Reese, whose zeal for the cause has known no 
abatement, read the Treasurer's Report, and also an abstract 
from the Annual Report of the Board of Managers. 

The President then introduced to the audience Rev. Robert 
• S. Finley, of New-Jersey, who was actively instrumental as an 
agent of the American Colonization Society, in organizing 
this Society, January 11th, 1831, and subsequently for some 
time its agent and corresponding secretary. 

Rev. John Seys, for many years superintendent of the Me- 
thodist missions, Liberia, and now designated an Agent of the 
A. C. S., to accompany the large expedition of this month to 
Liberia, and expecting, after securely caring for it, to make a 
journey of thirty or more miles from the sea-coast, to test, by 
experiment, the theory prevalent, that on the highlands, away 
from the sea-coast, new emigrants would escape the severity of 
the acclimating fever, or be entirely exempt from it. 

Rev. A. D. Gillette, of New- York, followed Mr. Seys ; and 
last, but not least, came the veteran defender and advocate of 
the cause, Rev. R. R. Gurley, Cor. Sec. of the American Colo- 
nization Society. 

The audience were dismissed with a benedictioi>, and the 
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members of the Society called to order, with the President in 
the chair, to transact business. 
Dr. Eeese acted as secretary pro tem. 

The names of officers of the Society, nominated by the Com- 
mittee of the Board of Managers, was presented and ordered 
to be read. On motion, it was unanimously resolved that they 
be elected officers for the present year. 

The Corresponding Secretary, Rev. J. B. Pinney, then proposed 
the folio wing resolutions, which were unanimously adopted: 

" JResolved, That this Society, in pledging to the Parent Institution the sum 
of $5000, has been moved by a deep conviction, that the measures so em- 
phatically reconunended by the Board of Directors at their recent meeting, 
and adopted by the Executive Committee of the Parent Society, namely, 
the construction of receptacles, and the establishment of an interior settle- 
ment, and the employment of a special agent co superintend a large com- 
pany of emigrants now waiting to embark and carry those measures into 
effect, are objects demanding the most prompt and generous consideration 
of all the friends of the Society. 

" JResohedy Tliat in the view of this meeting, the evidences which have 
recently come to light, of the investment of American capital, and the par- 
ticipation of American citizens in the atrocities of the African Slave Trade, 
would justify the renewal of the appropriation by our government against 
this traffic, the reestablishment of the Agency for re-captured Africans, 
and that the Republic of Liberia, contending in its weakness, but with extra- 
ordinary prudence and valor against this trade, is entitled to the sympathy 
and some degree of countenance and aid from our government, and other 
civilized and Christian nations. 

^^jResohed, That the friends of this Society may well congratulate them- 
selves on the general harmony of opinion now prevalent among the several 
State Societies, and the increasing zeal and liberality expressed by those 
interested in the enterprise throughout the Union. 

" Resohedy That the noble gift of $36,000 by Mr. John Stevens, a citizen of 
M^land, to the American Colonization Society, for the construction of an 
emigrant ship — a gift consecrated, within a few days after the donor executed 
a ^eed of trust making it the property of the Society, by his death — is 
worthy of grateful and perpetual remembrance and of imitation by pros- 
perous and wealthy men, while the sudden decease of this benefactor to the 
cause admonishes us to do what remains for us to do for it with our might.*' 

On motion, the thanks of the Society were voted to the 
speakers, and also to the Trustees of the Church. 

On motion, resolved, that the Annual Report, an abstract of 
which has been read, be adopted and published under the direc- 
tion of the Executive Committee. 
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The Board of Managers of the New- York State Colonization 
Society present the following Report of their operations, and a 
summary of important events affecting the cause of Coloniza- 
tion, and of the Civilization and Christianizing of Africa, for 
the year ending May 1st, 1856. " 

The Report made by our Corresponding Secretary, RcsV. J. B. 
Pinney, who returned from an examination of Liberia, about 
the season of the anniversary in May, 1855, presented facts as 
to the condition of the Republic of Liberia, on the whole, suffi - 
ciently favorable to encourage us to perseverance ; but, at the 
same time, clearly to establish the need of some improvement 
in the care of emigrants, both on their passage and after arrival. 
The impression of a demand for immediate action induced the 
Board of Managers to pass resolutions proposing the call of a 
special meeting of the Directors of the American Colonization 
Society, that by general consultation a wise and united effort 
might be made to remedy existing evils. The Executive Com- 
mittee of the American Colonization Society did not deem the 
cfise of sufficient urgency to justify the special meeting. The 
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conviction that, without some remedial action, our free colored 
population would be discouraged from emigration, and even 
zealous friends feel indisposed to encourage them to emigrate, 
from apprehension of great danger and mortality, and a hopfe 
that by united consultation a harmonious plan could be adopted, 
which would give a new impulse to the cause, were the chief 
considerations which moved the Board to pass their resolutions. 
They were disappointed by the action of the Executive Com- 
mittee at Washington, and waited, with regret for the loss of 
so much time, until, at the annual meeting of the Directors at 
Washington, the plans and modifications so necessary could be 
adopted. The Board are happy to report that, after full con- 
sultation, plans of action were agreed to by the Directors, cal- 
culated to unite all the friends in a hearty cooperation, and 
which, it is believed, will, to a great extent, obviate the evils 
before existing. These plans em.braced the determination to 
provide immediately new and commodious recept-acles for emi- 
grants, to make an expei'iment of an interior settlement^ and to 
take greater care of the emigrants on their passage. 

Without entire confidence in the wisdom of proposed mea- 
sures, hearty cooperation can not be secured, much less enthu- 
siasm. The zeal and ardor of our friends can' only be retained 
by evidence that every known error or neglect will be corrected 
as soon as manifest, and that the Society not only seeks to in- 
crease the number of emigrants, but to secure, as far as practi- 
cal, their comfort, health, and*lives. 

Under the circumstances existing in the early part of the 
year, as above stated, having no distinct object for which to 
make an appeal, and perceiving the heavy pressure which 
weighed upon the commercial and business community, the 
Board made no special effort to raise funds, and the income of 
the year has been only such as could be secured by a limited 
agency and without urgency. 

EXPEDIIIOK TO LIBERIA. 

It became evident, during the summer, that a larger number 
of emigrants than usual, from this and the neighboring free 
States, would be ready to embark for Liberia in the autumn ; 
and though much preferring to call for funds to make prepara-

tions for care of emigrants, the Board decided, under tlie cir- 
cumstances, to aid in sending out an expedition. This was 
intended to have been fitted out in October, but delayed for 
six or eigbt weeks to await the expected return of the bark 
Estelle. 

As the Estelle did not return, the bark Lamartine, of 380 
tons measurement, was chartered on favorable terms, and sailed 
from New- York December 24th. This charter was made with 
the assent and in cooperation with the American Colonization 
Society, and the expenses borne by the State Auxiliaries, in 
proportion to the number of emigrants from each State. As a 
much larger number were enrolled to go than actually em- 
barked, a large surplus of the provisions will be sold, and the 
avails returned in season for another emigration. The emi- 
grants from New- Jersey, under a special arrangement made by 
the Colonization Agent of that State, besides the usual supplies, 
were furnished with a small sura of cash, and allowed take 
charge of themselves from the time of their arrival. Indeed, 
in relation to this whole company, a new experiment has been 
made, testing their capacity to provide for themselves, by fur- 
nishing a certain sum to each person, and throwing on them* 
the responsibility of self-support. 

The passage of the Lamartine was very short, not exceeding 
thirty days ; and by letters from Captain Thompson and several 
emigrants, it appears to have been a pleasant voyage. Those 
who saw Jjiberia for the first time seemed remarkably well 
pleased with the country. The Lamartine afforded a return 
passage for Rev. Mr. Horne, of the Methodist Mission, and for 
seyexal Liberians, who had visited the United States, and whose 
convictions were all in favor of a home on the shores of Africa. 
Besides thebe, forty-eight others embarked, and all but an in- 
fant of Mr. Hamilton's family arrived in safety and good health. 

Two expeditions had, during the summer, been dispatched 
with emigrants from Baltimore and Norfolk, taking about 200 
emigrants, fitted out h\:[ tb e American Colonization Society. 

The Board regret to report, that in the company which emi- 
grated to Liberia from New-Yorky in 1854, there has been an 
vihusaal mortality. This mortality; was confined chiefly to two 
ikmllies, Mr. Derrick's and Mr. Williams'. 

The yet larger families of Mr. Smith and Cook had not a

death during tlie year. Mr, Derrick was over sixty years of 
age, and probably sank under change of climate. Mrs. Derrick 
and her infant, a few days old, died the same week. Her death 
was not from any peculiar influence of the climate. We look 
forward with interest and apprehension for the result upon 
those lately landed from the Lamartine, and are more than 
ever impressed with the importance of securing some elevated 
interior region, that, if possible, the many emigrants who at no 
distant day will flock to Liberia, may escape th^ malaria, sup- 
posed to be especially destructive near the coast. 

FUNDS. 

The season was one of general pecuniary pressure, and it 
was apprehended that the Colonization Society would suffer a 
serious diminution of income, but individual generosity has 
compensated for the loss in general collections, so that the year 
compares favorably with previous years in its total results. 
The voluntary collections from churches was smaller than for 
many previous years. This was attributable to the pressing 
claims for the Boards of the several churches, or to casual neg- 
lect. It may, in a measure, have arisen from^an apprehension 
that until some active and decided plans for improvement in 
Africa were adopted, fuijds for the mere purpose of sending 
out emigrants might be withheld without injury. In looking 
forward to the coming year, we may confidently hope that the 
causes which operated unfavorably for the past yejir, will be 
succeeded by pthers of brighter promise. The Treasurer's 
Report, while exhibiting, in the general fund, a decrease in the 
item of legacies of $2780, as compared with the previous year, 
exhibits an increase of receipts from donations and from agen- 
cies. The same Eeport shows an increase of over $3000 in the 
permanent school fund, being a portion of the legacy of the 
late Mr. John Bloomfield, of Rome, K Y. 

LEOACT OF S. S. HOWLAND. 

The legacy left by Mr. Howland of $10,000, for the emanci- 
pation of slaves, was ready to be paid over by the executors in 
1855. But owing to an indefiniteness in designating the Colo- 
nization Society which should have received the legacy, the

executors were unwilling to pay it either to the American or 
New- York Society until the question was settled. Various 
expedients were suggested, but without progress, until the 
month of February, when by a resolution of this Board, it was 
proposed, and the proposition accepted by the American Colo- 
nization Society, that the legacy should be deposited in one 
of the Trust Companies of Kew-York, to the credit of the 
Treasurer of the American Colonization Society, but Avith the 
understanding that in deciding upon its application, in all cases 
the New- York Society should be consulted and give its rxssent 
before the fund should be used. This was done, not from any 
change of views on the part of either Society as to the inten- 
tion of the testator, but to cultivate harmony, to avoid the 
expenses and delay of litigation, and under a conviction that in 
this way the design of the legacy could be as certainly secured 
as in any other method. It is gratifying to state that already 
mutual assent has been given to the application of nearly $8000 
of the fund, to be used immediatelv in securing the emancina- 
tion and removal to Africa of 147 slaves. 

AGENCIES. 

The Society has had in its employment for portions of the 
year the Rev. Frederick Freeman, as an agent to awaken an 
interest and solicit contributions from the Episcopal churches. 
In the autumn he assumed charge of a church at Lockport, in 
this State, and the Society has not since had his services, and 
it is yet uncertain whether we shall obtain them again. The 
Rev. Henry Connelly has continued his agency. His field of 
labor has been enlarged, with corresponding success. His 
labors have been prosecuted with great industry, prudence, and 
energy, and to the entire approbation of the Board. His ser- 
vices are continued. 

Early in the year efforts were made to secure the labor of 
some competent agent among the Methodist churches, but with 
partial success. The Rev. J. M. Pease, who entered upon the 
work, had so committed himself to an interior exploration east- 
ward of Liberia, that he requested and received permission to 
raise a fund in the field of his agency to assist in his travels ; 
consequently, though his collections, as reported, were pub- 
lished in the iVew- York Colonization Journal^ they were kept

apart, and do not enter into the general accounts reported by 
the Treasurer of the Society. Mr. Pease, before the close of 
the year, made arrangements to prosecute his African explora- 
tions, and to raise a fund for that purpose, under the auspices 
of the American Geographical Society, and his agency for the 
Colonization Society has terminated with mutual consent at 
his own request. He will be followed with much interest by 
all who apjjreciate the importance of a better knowledge of the 
unexplored region, whither he proposes to go. It will be seen^ 
that the agency labor of the Society has been comparatively 
small ; this resulted rather from the difficulty of finding ade- 
quate agents, than any disinclination to employ them. It is 
still an earnest desire of the Board to occupy the field with effi- 
cient exponents of the cause. 

« 

LEGISLATIVE AID. 

Through the friendship of a portion of the Legislature of 
New- York, a bill was reported and discussed at its late session, 
proposing a small appropriation for the encouragement of volun- 
tary emigration from among the colored population of New- 
York. 

The bill was left among the unfinished business of the ses- 
sion, but elicited a valuable discussion on the merits of coloni- 
zation, in which the Society found eloquent and able advocates. 
A circular was prepared and laid before the members of the 
Legislature, showing that nine States of the Union were now, 
by legislati ve approbation, encouraging their free colored popu- 
lation to this enterprise; and that for commercial, political, 
and equitable interests tho great State of New- York might pro- 
perly cooperate. The peculiar political excitement which ope- 
rated to retard action, it is believed, will be but temporary, and 
in a calmer day the merits of our cause will command the con- 
lidence, and secure the legislation necessary to give it augmented 
efficiency. 

EDUCATIOK. 

The Board report with pleasure that, from the income of the 
Beveridge and Bloomfield funds, they have been enabled to 
support in schools of Liberia several scholars — a gratifying 
report of whose progress has been made by the Principal of the 
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Alexander High School at Monrovia, Ee^v. D. A. Wilson. By 
an order of the Board, made in the winter of 1855, there was 
appropriated from the income of Mr. Bloomfield's legacy $500 
for education of youth for the schools connected with the Epis- 
copal mission in Liberia. During the year both Mr. Wilson 
and Mr. Home, Principals of High Schools at Monrovia, whose 
health had required a return .to the United States, have return- 
ed, and, at the date of latest news, were happily engaged in 
their much-needed labors. 

In our own land several attempts are under way to found 
and set in operation schools of a high class for the free colored 
population, for which we hope the utmost success. It is under- 
stood that the Trustees for education in Liberia, incorporated 
at Boston, Mass., stand ready to open their institution so soon 
as a suitable man can be found to occupy the important post. 
For the speedier adequate endowment of such institutions, the 
long balance due to Africa should furnish abundant means. 
The bequests of the philanthropic are requested to aid in this 
essential department of the Colonization work. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

The Board have continued to issue the monthly Colonization 
Journal, and without much expense have been enabled to in- 
crease its value and interest by illustrative woodcuts. 

These, with brief descriptions, will be found in the Appendix 
to the Report, and can thus be preserved by those who may 
hereafter wish to refer to them. 

Of its usefulness and economy as an agent in our work, we 
have increasing evidence from year to year. 

The example of other papers might justify an increase of the 
price of annual subscription ; but it is doubtful whether the 
pecuniary gain would not be more than counterbalanced by a 
limit of its circuktion. 

THE AMEBICAN COLONIZATION SOCIETT. 

It is a source of sincere gratincatiou that this Society has 
been enabled to get its funds into a better order than at the 
beginning of 1855, and that the important questions deemed 
vital to its prosperity, which were ably discussed by Reports of 
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Committees, Januarj, 1865, were, with an unexpected har- 
mony, decided at the late annual meeting, January and March, 
1856. It has resolved, with the aid of auxiliaries, to make this 
a year of distinguished progress. 

The applicants for emigration, if all were accepted, would 
require, at least, $50,000. The purchase and erection of two 
large buildings for emigrants will require $14,000! The expe- 
riment, preparatory to an interior settlement, of acclimating 
fifteen or twenty emigrants upon the mountains twenty or 
thirty miles from the coast, can scarcely be accomplished for 
less than $5000, so that to accomplish its plans $100,000 will 
not be too much. 

To accomplish this great work will require, as we hope it 
v/ill have, the hearty cooperation of all the auxiliary societies, 
and will also require the employment of a more extensive 
agency. 

It is at this moment chartering a vessel of 1000 tons, at a 
heavy outlay, to convey the receptacles, and a large company 
of emigrants from the South to Liberia, and while we read this 
Report her cargo is being prepared and shipped. 

SLAYE TRADE. 

This inhuman traffic, although chiefly suppressed along the 
whole western coast of Africa, is furtively carried on from 
several points. From the vicinity of Lagos it is reported that 
about 2000 or 8000 were exported in 1855 — and the records 
of our courts of law, as well as occasional rumors of cargoes of 
slaves landed in Cuba or Brazil, from vessels fitted out in the 
United States, show that we have among us men ready to 
violate or evade our laws, and disregard humanity in pursuit 
of ill-gotten gain. The peace in Europe will, doubtless, enable 
Great Britain and France to replace their squadrons on the 
coast, and thus more effectually repress the traffic. The abuse 
of the flag of the United States by these miscreants, demands 
an incrertsc of efficiency in the United States squadron, by sub- 
stitating small steamers, as recommended by Commanders Foot 
and Mayo, in the place of sailing vessels now used. Indeed, to 
any one acquainted with the light and casual winds, which alone 
are found from Gambia to Gaboon, a coast of 1500 miles, where 
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the slave trade is principally found, it is evident that one 
steamer would effect more than ten vessels without steam. No 
one has ventured of late to accuse Liberia of connection with 
this trade ; on the contrary, it is admitted by all that, on the 
hundreds of miles controlled by that Republic, the traffic is 
utterly destroyed. 

Based on this admitted fact, resolutions were passed at a 
Colonization Meeting held in Madison, the capital of Wisconsin, 
urging the general government to aid colonization, and estab- 
lish a line of steamers to Liberia, the more speedily to destroy 
the slave trade. 

THE BEFTTBLIG OF LIBEEIA. 

A review of the political and material history of Liberia for 
the last year affords, on the whole, grounds of hope and encou- 
ragement. After eight years of service in the highest office of 
the Eepublic, the late President aanounced his determination 
to decline a re-nomination to the office, and a warm political 
contest for the succession occurred, which for earnestness of 
excitement has scarcely been exceeded in -this country. It is 
gratifying to learn, that when the ballot-box had decided the 
contest, a calm submission followed the excitement, and that 
President Roberts had been quietly succeeded by President 
Benson — than whom no one in Liberia has had larger experi- 
ence in public affairs, or could bring to the office a higher cha- 
racter fbr integrity. Long may the Republic be enabled tO' 
make as wise a selection as this. 

An unfavorable season diminished the supply of palm oil,, 
and as a consequence, trade was dull ; but by all accounts, the 
older settlements have witnessed a great increase in the farming 
line, and sanguine hopes are entertained that, by hiring cheap 
native labor, Liberia will be able to come into the markets of' 
the world as a producer of sugar and coffee. 

An unfortunate conflict with a native tribe on the coast, 
south-east of Sinou river, has been attended with heavy expense 
to the government, and a loss of houses and property by the 
settlers on the Sinou river, as well as several valuable lives 
sacrificed to savage ferocity. By the latest accounts we learn 
that the military forces of Liberia had effected a speedy punish- 
menc of the aggressors, and at all events, we have the gratifica- 
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tion to know, tliat leaving out of view individual acts of impru- 
dence, tlie authorities of Liberia were not aggressors, and were 
but protecting an Englisli captain from robbery when the 
offense was given to the natives. , 

The heavy expenses growing out of this war, preceded by a 
heavy expense incurred by the government of Liberia in found- 
ing a new settlement at Cape Mount, in order effectually to cut 
off all hope from the native chiefs that the slave trade would 
be revived at Gallinas and the Cape, have imposed a heavy 
burden upon the public treasury, and it is to be feared that they 
will feel compelled to abandon this last settlement, unless aided 
from the United States or England. 

To avoid this, it may be desirable to send a vessel with fresh 
emigrants from the United States, to be located at that point 
during the present season. 

MORTALITY. 

The Kew-York Colonization Society has repeatedly been " 
admonished in the past year, to do quickly what their hands 
find to do. The Kev. Dr. Brodhead, of Brooklyn, Ecv. Spen- 
cer H. Cone, John. Adams, Esq., John W. Hinton, and Eev. 
Dr. Thomas Bond, of the city of New- York, and Mrs. Sarah 
Payne, of Troy, have died since our last Annual Meeting, and 
their names have been stricken from the roll of members. 

Three of these were Vice-Presidents of the Society : John 
W. Hinton, Esq., once a successful merchant of New- York, 
and for more than twenty years a zealous, prompt, and faithful 
officer of the Society; the Rev. Dr. Thomas E. Bond, Editor of 
the Christian Advocate ; and the Rev, S. H. Cone, D.D., pas- 
tor of the Baptist Church. The others were life members of 
the Society. One of these, Mrs. Payne, made the Society a 
bequest of five hundred dollars. They were venerable in 
years, and alike actively engaged in efforts of Christian phi- 
lanthropy. They have exchanged toil for rest, and entered 
into their reward. Their example is our encouragement. 
Looking beyond our own State, the death of one who had sud- 
denly become known to us by an act of almost unexampled 
generosity, has been felt as a heavy loss by all the friends of 
•Colonization. We refer to Mr. John Stevens, of Talbot Co,, 
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Md., the news of whose donation of $36,000 for a Liberia 
Packet bad -hardly been received before it was followed by the 
melancholy information of his death. Though dead, the me* 
mory and influence of his generous act will long survive, to 
cheer and excite to emulation. And especially will the remem- 
brance of his carefulness to have complete and perfect transfers 
of his donation made to the Society before his decease, serve 
to commend to those liberally inclined the wisdom of doing the 
good they propose while living. 

SPECIAL IKSTANGE8 OF LIBSBALII7. 

The record of the year would not be complete without espe- 
cial allusion to some acts of liberality. Toward the close of 
the fiscal year of the American Colonization Society, v/hen the 
Treasurer scarcely knew where to look for relief, he was sur- 
prised and gratified by an unsolicited act of liberality, on the 
part of Mr. David Hunt, of Mississippi, who forwarded a check 
for $5000, to meet the urgent necessities of the cause. Besides 
several donations o*' $1000 each, Mr. Hunt has once before 
made a single donation of $5000 to the same Society. 

After the eloquent labor of a whole summer, which had se- 
cured conditional donations to the amount of nearly $15,000 in 
the State of Maine, toward building a packet-ship for the Colo- 
nization Society, the present Corresponding Secretary of the 
American Colonization Society, Eev. E. E. Gurley, found him- 
self located at Washington, with hope, and yet with some mis- 
givings lest his labors should not be crowned with final suc- 
cess, when, unexpectedly, it is announced to him that one man, 
a citizen of Talbot Co., Md., would at once assume the expense 
of building the proposed packet. This gentleman was Mr. 
John Stevens, and by this act his name will be preserved for 
grateful remembrance for ages to come. In our on . State 
there have not been wanting evidences t'lat liberal hearts are 
HAvising good for Africa. The general poverty of the settlers 
in Liberia is well known, and though their climate and soil in- 
vite to Sugar cultivation, none had capital sufficient to purchase 
suitable machinery. This want was felt by all, and tended to 
discourage the small farmers. By the considerate and generous 
act of Messrs. Schieffelin and Phelps, members of this Board,

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this deficiency has been supplied, and already we may hope 
that a steam sugar-mill is in operation upon tlae banks of the 
St. Paul's. Such instances of liberal aid, from those whose 
wealth allow of them, greatly encourage the efforts of others 
less able, and help to ennoble and honor the cause. 

B£LiaiOK IN AFRICA. 

The Constitution of the New-York State Colonization So- 
ciety'' enumerates as objects proposed by its labors, the civiliz- 
ing and Christianizing the African tribes, as well as generally 
to improve the condition of the colored population of our 
country. 

With this enlarged object in view, all operations which con- 
cur to secure the same results are subjects of review and con- 
sideration. The work of Christian missions has been more 
extensively and encouragingly successful the last year in 
various portions of Africa than at any previous period. Mis- 
sionary stations, where patiently for years, amidst numerous 
obstacles, faithful men have labored with little apparent result, 
are now at length giving evidence of awakening and inquiry. 
Revivals of religion have been reported in South- Africa, at 
Port Natal, at Accra, at Mendi, and in Sierra Leone. Within 
the limits of Liberia have been witnessed most cheering illus- 
trations of the transforming power of sanctified divine truth. 
Heathen villages have witnessed the yevy high-priests of their 
devil-worship turning away from their greegrees, and becom- 
ing proclaimers of the Gospel. The churches of Liberia have 
been aroused to more exertion, considerable accessions have 
been added to their4ist of communicants, and the tone of com- 
munications from missionaries has been cheerful and hopeful. 

Even in the recent missions of Yoruba and Ashantee, the 
eagerness of chiefs and people to receive the missionary affords 
ground for the belief that "Africa's redemption draweth nigh," 
and that the reaper's time has come. 

In connection with the missions and churches of Liberia, we 
are enabled to present only the following statistics ; but how- 
ever imperfect, they serve to show that Liberia is an increasing 
Christian light on the shores of a benighted Continent. 
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C01ICLT7SI0N. 

In conclusion, the Board would express their profound grati- 
tude for the progress of their cause during the year, and for 
the brightening prospects of its future. 

If Africa is regarded as the great field of our labors, we are 
cheered by the rapid and successful progress of discovery. 
The travels of Barth and Yogle ; the successful voyage of the 
Pleiad up the great eastern tributary of the Niger, 600 miles 
from the ocean, and her return without a case of mortality ; the 
spontaneous action of the King of Abyssinia, in making im- 
mense changes and ameliorations in the laws and customs of 
his country ; the discussion in a not unfriendly spirit in advo- 
cacy of the union of Liberia with Sierra Leone, and thus 
foreshadowing the growth of a great power on the shores of 
Western Africa, whose influence shall potentially recommend 
Christian civilization among the interior tribes ; and finally, a 
general review of the progress of Christian missions there, all 
point with unerring premonitions of a greater work before us. 

In our land we find, by the reports of all the Southern 
churches, that an increasing attention is given to the religious 
instruction of the slaves, and that compared with its effects 
upon either the white population South, or free colored popu- 
lation Korth, conversions are most numerous among them. 
We find an increasing number of masters of slaves offering 
them freedom with the privilege of going to Liberia ; we find 
additional States making appropriations to aid emigration ; we 
find the friends of Colonization preparing to cooperate with 
increased energy and harmony ; we find a large vessel placed 
at our disposal capable of conveying hundreds of emigrants in 
the most comfortable manner, and the review is well calculated 
to urge us to renewed efforts. We enter upon the coming year 
conscious that to effect what is before us will demand more 
liberality and a larger income, but confident, too, that when 
our case is fully understood, the adequate means will not be 
withheld. The appeal from "Washington is for one hundred 
thousand dollars^ and without that sum the Colonization Society 
will be impeded in its work. 

So far as the Board of Managers of the New- York State 
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Colonization Society, and tlae Society they represent, can aid in 
securing the adequate income, they have not hesitated to 
pledge that aid. Shall that pledge be fulfilled ?

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Article 1. This Society shall be called the "New-York State Co- 
lonization Society," and shall be auxiliary to the American Coloniza- 
tion Society. 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to colonize, with their 
own consent, people of color of the United States, on the coast of 
Africa, and through them to civilize and Christianize the African 
tribes ; and also generally to improve the condition of the colored 
population of our country. 

Art. 3. The subscription or donation of not less than one dollar 
annually shall constitute an individual a member of this Society ; and 
the payment, at one time, of thirty dollars, a membership for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall be a President, twenty- 
four Vice-Presidents, thirty Managers, a Corresponding Secretary, a 
Recording Secretary, and a Treasurer, who shall hold their places for 
one year, and until successors are duly chosen. 

Art. 5. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Society. 
The Treasurer sshall keep the accounts of the Society, and take charge 
of its funds and property, and hold them subject to the direction of the 
Board of Managers. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct all 
correspondence, and act as the Society's general agent, subject in the 
discharge of his duties to the direction of the Board of Managers. 

Art. 6. The President, Vice-Presidents, Secretaries, and Treasurer 
shall be ex-qfficio members and officers of the Board of Managers, 
which Board shall control and direct the affairs of the Society, and 
shall have power to make by-laws for its own government, and so as 
fully to direct and regulate the safe-keeping and management of the 
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corporate property, and the administration generally of the corporate 
business and affairs. Of the Board of Managers when regularly con- 
vened, seven shall form a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Art. 7. The Board of Managers shall have power to fill all vacan- 
cies occurring in their body ; and three successive instances of absence 
by any member from the meetings of the Board, without satisfactory 
reasons, shall authorize the Board, in its discretion, to declare the seat 
of such absentee vacant. 

Art. 8. The Society shall hold its annual meeting during the month 
of May, on such day as the Board of Managers may direct, to receive 
reports, elect officers, and exercise all other its corporate powers not 
delegated to the Board of Managers. Special meetings of the Society, 
for like purposes, may be held at other times, as the Board of Man- 
agers may direct in its by-laws. 

Art. 9. Each subscriber of one hundred dollars at one time, or who 
shall, by an additional payment, increase his original subscription to 
one hundred dollars, shall be an honorary member of the Board of 
Managers. 

Art. 10. Each subscriber of one thousand dollars, in five annual 
payments, shall be a patron of the Society ; and any clergyman, by 
the payment of half these several sums, shall be entitled to either of 
the offices in this and the preceding article mentioned. 

Art. 11. The patrons of the Society, and honorary members of the 
Board of Managers, shall be entitled to attend and deliberate at all 
meetings of the Board of Managers, but not to vote. 

Art. 12. The Constitution may be altered at an annual meeting of 
the Society, by a vote of a majority of the members present, upon a 
proposition to that effect by any member of the Society, transmitted 
to the Corresponding Secretary, and published in the official paper of 
the Society one month before the annual meeting. 



AN ACT 



TO INCORPORATE THE 



The People of the State of New-York^ represented in the Senate and 
Assembly^ do enact as follows : 

Section 1. Anson G. Phelps, Gardiner Spring, D.D., James Door- 
man, W. P. Van Rensselaer, Herman Camp, Archibald Mclntyre, 
S. H. Tyng, D.D., Washington Hunt, T. Frelinghuysen, J. S. Spen- 
cer, D.D., G. P. Disosway, J. W. Beekman, D. A. Baker, Hamilton 
Fish, Hugh Maxwell, D. S. Gregory, L. B. Ward, John B. Pinney, 
J. B. Collins, Nathaniel Hayden, Francis Hall, William McMurray, 
Samuel A. Foot, Hiram Ketchum, and all persons who now are, or 
hereafter may become associated with thv a, are hereby declared to 
be, and are constituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of 
the " New-York State Colonization Society." 

§ 2. The particular business and objects of the said Society, are l;o 
provide the ways and means, and to manage, appropriate, and apply 
the same, to colonize, with their own consent, people of color of the 
United States on the coast of Africa, and through them to civilize the 
African tribes, and also generally to improve the condition of the co- 
lored population of our country, by appointing arid sustaining agencies ; 
diffusing information ; collecting, receiving, appropriating, or investing 
funds for purposes of education, in its various branches, among people 
of color of our country, heretofore colonized, or hereafter to be colo- 
nized in Africa ; and by other measures conducive to the objects of 
African colonization. 

§ 3. The corporation hereby created, shall possess all the general 
powers, rights, and privileges, and be subject to the restrictions con- 
tained and prescribed in the third title of the eighteenth chapter of the 
first part of the Revised Statutes. 

§ 4. The constitution and by-laws, at the date of the passage of this 
act, of the association designated and known as the " New-York State 
Colonization Society," shall be, and continue in force as a constitution 
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and by-laws for the pjovernmeiit and direction of the corporation hereby 
created ; and the officers of such association, at the date of the passage 
of this act, shall be and continue officers of the corporation hereby cre- 
ated, until removed, or others are duly elected in their places ; and all 
the estate and property, which such association may have heretofore 
received, or acquired by gift, bequest, devise, or otherwise, and, at the 
time of the passage of this act, held by them for objects specified in 
the second section of this act, is hereby vested in the corporation here- 
by created, and said corporation may hold, and may convey and dis- 
pose of the same, as their estate and property legally acquired under 
this act. 

§ 5. The corporation hereby created, shall have power to alter its 
constitution and by-laws, or at any time to make and adopt a new con- 
stitiition and new by-laws, not inconsistent with the laws of this State, 
so as fully to regulate and control the admission of members, the elec- 
tion of officers, their number, duties, and tenure of office, the safe keep- 
ing Fnd management of its property, in what manner and by whom 
its corporate powers shall be exercised, and the administration of all 
other business and affairs, for the due and complete exercise of all 
such affairs. 

§ 6. The management and disposal of the funds, property, and es- 
tate of the said corporation, and the entire regulation and control of its 
nornorfttft business 9-ud. afiUirSi shall be vested in the officers hereby 
appointed or hereafter to be elected, pursuant to its constitution and 
by-laws, at the times and in the manner therein provided. 

§ 7. In case it shall at any time happen, that an election of officers 
shall not be made on the day designated therefor, the corporation here- 
by created, shall not for that cause be dissolved, but it shall and may 
be lawful, on any other day, to hold an election for such officers, in 
such a maimer as may be directed by the by-laws of such corporation. 

§ 8. The corporation hereby created, by its corporate name, shall, 
in law, be capable of taking, receiving, purchasing, and holding, 
real estate, for the purposes of their corporation, and for no other pur- 
pose, to an amount not exceeding the sum of fifty thousand dollars in 
value ; and personal estate, for like purposes, to an amount not exceed- 
ing the sum of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars in value, but the 
clear annual income of such real and personal estate shall not exceed 
the sum of thirty thousand dollars. 

§ 9. The corporation hereby created shall be capable of taking, hold- 
ing, or receiving any property, real or personal, by virtue of any de- 
vise or bequest, contained in any last will or testament of any person 
whatsoever, the clear annual income of which devise or bequest shall 
not exceed the sum of twenty thousand dollars. 

§ 10. The Legislature may at any time alter, modify, or repeal 
this act.

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JOSEPH J. ROBERTS. 



Joseph J. Roberts, jvho has retired from his position as President of Liberia, 
was a native of Petersburgf Virginia, born in 1808 of free parent^ige. His father 
died when he was young. His mother, with her four children, emigrated to Lib(> 
ria from Petersburg in the ship Harriet, which sailed January, 1829, and arrived 
in Liberia in March following with 147 emigi'ants, Joseph was the oldest of tho 
children, and immediately entered into mercantile business «nder the administration 
of Gov. Mechlin. Ho made one of a party, perhaps the leader, who destroyed a 
slave-trading establishment at Little Bassa ; it unfortunately liappened that the 
Spaniard who owned it was killed, in retaliation of which it was supposed that the 
vessel with her captain and crew were sunk a few months afterwards near Cape 
Mount. Threats had been made, and tho vessel was never heard of after leaving 
Monrovia for the vicinity of tho Gallinas. Mr. Roberts, in 1833, was a lieutenant 
in a volunteer company of militia at Monrovia. The writer, who arrived at that 
port early in February that year, well remembers incidents which occurred while 
ho was witnessing with admiration the rapid and severe drill. In a few years ho 
rose to the rank of General, meantime having twice been elected sheriff and coun- 
cilman. Ho was for a time a partner in ihc mercantile firm of Colson & Roberts, 
several times visiting the Unitec' States. He married for his seccd wife the daugh- 
ter of C. M. Wearing, at one time the first merchant of Monrovia, and Lieutenant 
Governor. 

On the arrival of Gov. Buchanan, in tho year 1839, for the sake of economy nu- 
merous changes were made in the personnel of the Society's services. Among oth- 
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ors J. J. Roborts succcodod, in tho oflQco of Keeper of Public Storos, to E. Johnfioii, 
who had filled tho olHco for nearly thirtecm years. In this posUion ho wns of emi- 
nent service to that office, and at tho severely contested election of 1840, ho was 
elected Lieutenant Governor over Chief Justice Benedict, who had received tho 
ardent support of tho Methodist missionario?. In this office ho continued until the 
mournful death of that orninont man, in 1841, when cx-officio, ho sttccoedcd to the 
offico of Governor, and continued in this position until, on nomination of tho late 
Anson G. Phelps, Esq., of New- York, ho was appointed Agent by tho Board of Direct- 
ors of tho American Coloni:5ation Society, Jan. 1, 1842. lu this position ho contin- 
ued, giving tho highest satisflxction, until, forced by circumstances, tho feeble colony 
was under a necessity oi becoming self-governing and entirely independent in its po- 
litical organization. This occurred in 1847, and, almost without opposition, ho was 
elected tho first President of Liberia. Tho Presidential term is but two years in 
Liberia, and though at times tho olectiona were wjirmly contested, ho wfus thfOC 
times reelected, thus continuing in this responsible post for eight years. Having 
enjoyed as long as our immortal Washington did, tho highest position which a na- 
tion could intrust to him, like him, too, ho voluntarily retired and refused a reelec- 
tion. Of tho probity, diligence, and distinguished prudence and success of his ad- 
ministration this is not tho time to write. 




STEPHEN ALLEK" BENSOJT. 

Stephen: Allex Bexsox, elected President of Liberia in 1855, entered upon his 
official duties Januarj^ Ist, 1856. He is 39 years of age. Bora of free parents, in 
Cambridge, Dorchester county, Maryland, March, 1816, and with his parents enii- 
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grated to Libori.'ij May, 1822, in tho Brig Strong. Dr. Ayrcs had only on tho 7lh of 
.Tantmry previous, landed from Sierra Leono tlio first small company of colonists on 
au island in Mosurado river, and in April had rotumod from Sierra L<jono with a 
fow nwro, and romovod from tho, ;isla,od, whoro they woro annoyed by tho nativoa, 
to the riilgo of tho promontory, and built a fow huts where now m tho capital of 
a Republic. On tho arrival of the "Strong," Mr. Ashnian, liuding both Dr. Ayros 
and Mr. Wiltborger had departed for tho United States, assumed tlio agency, and 
at onco apprehending tho danger A^hich menaced the settlement from surfomiding 
savages instigated by slave-traders and by hopo of plunder, began preparations for 
dofcnso. In tho attack made about tho 1st of November, 1822, by 800 warriors 
upon this handful of now settlors, at tho very onset President Benson, then but 8 
years oid, and four brothers and sisters, were captured and carried off, while tho fa- 
ther was wounded and an older brother shot dead. Tho savages wore repulsed 
and retired with their captives, who were ai^er some months returned. 

¥o\ six or seven years he attended such schools as tho colony olTordcd, and thus 
sccxired a limited education. "When 15 years of ago young Benson left the school 
and became a merchrmt's clerk. In this occupation ho continued four years at 
Monrovia. In tho summer of 1835, ho, with others, volunteered to punish tho na- 
tives who had massacred 18 colonists at Bassa Cove and burned up their dwellings. 
From that time until elected to the Presidency, ho remained at Bassa, where ho 
lias from time to time held responsible pohtical trusts, acted as Agent of tho Colo- 
nization Society, v/ag a leading merchant^ and by his successful example in coffee 
planting, has done much to awaken an interest in farming. 

Of course the character and education of Mr. Benson must havo been formed in 
Liberia. No man can have a better personal knowledgo of tho history and wants 
of the colony than lie possesses. He early became a member of tho M. E. Church, 
and has continued to hold fast a good confession. The wood-cut likeness which 
we give was made from a daguerreotype, and will witness to all who see it, that 
whatever of honor may be reflected upon Liberia by his administration, will re- 
dound to the African race. Our letters as late as April 10, speak in terms of eulo- 
gy of his admmistration so far. 




View of Monrovia from tlie Anchoroge. 

In this view of Monrovia the artist gives us tlio river front, wlioro are tho warehouses and large -wholesale and oommission stores. On the summit of the 
prolongation of the Mesurado promontory, runs Ashmun street, and it was on tliat street, a little to the left of the Methodist High-school, where tho desperate attack 
of 800 savages wa.<i niado and defeated in December, 1S22, and where are now tJio public bnildingfi of tho Republic.

This view was taken by the daguerrcotj'pist at a distance of over lialf a mile from the nearest object, and presents a distant view of several miles. 
Owing to this great distance more than half the small houses, hid in gardens, surrounded by orange, cocoa, pawpaw, and giiava trees, dc coi ;:j)pe:(r. 
This, witl.1 the previous view of Monrovia from tlio anchorage, will give a fair idea of its condition two years ago. Tlie church on Aslimun strtt i on 
the left o:r the picture is the same in both views, and its eomparativo size in the two will indicate its relative distance from the artist. J!r, Augustus 
Washington, wlio took these daguerreotypes, liad much to contend with in his efforts, and deserves our thanks for his attempts and sviccess. We do not 
despair cf furnishing many mo'"'i landscape views, even better than tlicse, because taken under better auspice*. 
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ARTICLE I. 

DECLARATION OP RIGHTS. 

The end of the institution, maintenance and administraticn of government, is to 
secure the existence of the body politic, to protect it, and to famish the individuals 
who compose it with the power of enjoying, in safety and tranquillity, their natural 
rights and the blessings of life ; and whenever these great objects are not obtained, 
tho people have a right to alter the government, and to tiike measures necessary for 
their safety, prosperity, and happiness. 

Therefore we, tho people of the Commonwealth of Liberia in Africa, acknowledg- 
ing with devout gratitude the goodness of God in granting to us the blessings of 
the Christian religion, and political, rehgious, and civil liberty, do, in order to secure 
tiiese blessings for ourselves and our posterity, and to establish justice, insure do- 
mestic peace, and promote the general welfare, hereby solemnly associate, and con- 
stitute ourselves a free, sovereign, and independent State, by the name of tho Re- 
public of Liberia, and do ordain and establish this Constitution, for the government 
of the same. 

Sec. 1. All men are bora equally free and independent, and have certain natural 
inherent and inalienable rights — among which are the rights of enjoying and de- 
fending life and Uberty, of acquiring, possessing, and protecting property, and of 
pursuing and obtaining safety and happiness. 

Sec. 2. All power is inherent in the people ; all free governments are instituted 
by their authority and for their benefit, and they have a right to alter and reform 
the same when their safety and happiness require it. 

Sec. 3. All men have a natural and inalienable right to worship God according 
to the dictates of their own consciences, without obstruction or molestation from 
others. All persons demeaning themselves peaceably, and not obstructing others in 
their rehgious worship, are entitled to the protection of law in the free exercise of 
their own religion, and no sect of Christians shall have exclusive privileges or pre- 
ference over any otiier sect, but all shall be alike tolerated ; and no religious test 
whatever shall be required as a qualiflcatioa for civil office, or the exercise of any 
civil right. 

Sec. 4, There shall be no slavery within this republic. Nor shall any citizen of 
this republic, or any person resident therein, deal in slaves, either within or with- 
out this Republic, directly or indirectly. 

Sec. 5. Tho people have a right at -all times, in an ofuerly and psacGablo man- 
ner, to assemble and consult upon the common good, to instruct their representa- 
tives, and to petition the governnient or any public functionaries for the redress of 
grievances. 

Sec. 6. Every person injured shall have remedy therefor by due course of law ; 
justice shall be done without denial or delay ; and in all cases not arising under 
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martial law, or upon impeachraont, the parties sliaU have a right to a trial by jury, 
and to bo heard in person or by counsel, or both. 

Sec. Y. No person shall bo held to answer for a capital or infamous crime, ex- 
cept in cases of impeachment, cases ainsing in the Army and Navy, t;nd petty 
ofl'onsos, unless upon presentment by a grand jury; and every person ciirainally 
charged shall have a right to be seasonably furnished witli a copy of the charge, to 
be confronted with the witnesses against him, to have compulsory process for ob- 
taining witnesses in his favor; and to have a speedy, public, and impartial trial by 
a jury of the vicinity. lie shall not be compelled to furnish or give evidence 
against himself, and no person shall, for the same oflense, bo twice put in jeopardy 
of hfe or Umb. 

Sec, 8. No person shaU be deprived of life, liberty, property or privilege, but by 
the judgment of his peera, or the law of^tho land. 

Sec, 9. No place shall be searched nor person seized, on a criminal charge or 
suspicion, unless upon warrant lawfully issued, upon probable cause supported by 
oatli, or solemn afBcmation, specially designating the place or person, and the ob- 
ject of the search. 

Sec, 10, Excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive fines imposed, nor 
excessive punishments inflicted ; nor shall the legislaturodKiako any law impau-ing 
the obhgation of contracts ; nor any law rendering any act punishable, in any man- 
ner in which it was not punishable when it was committed. 

Sec, 11, All elections shall be by ballot, and every male citiz;en of twenty-one 
years of age, possessing real estate, shall have the right of suffrage. 

Sec. 12. The people have a right to keep and to bear arms for the common de- 
fense. And a.s, in time of peace, armies are dangerous to liberty, they ought not 
to bo maintained without the consent of the legislature, and the military power 
shall always be held in exact- subordination to the civil authority, and be governed 
by it. 

Sec. 13. Private property shall not be taken for public use without just compen- 
sation. 

Sec. 14. The powers of this government shall be divided into three distinct de- 
partments, the Legislative, Executive, arid Judicial, and no person belonging to 
one of these departments shall exercise any of the powers belonging to either of 
the others. This section is not to be construed to include Justices of the Peace. 

Sec. 15. The liberty of the press is essential to the security of freedom in a 
State : it ought not, therefore, to be restrained in this Republic. 

The press sliall be free to every person who undertakes to examine the proceed- 
ings of the legislature or any branch of government ; and no law shall ever be 
made to restrain the rights thereof. The free communication of thoughts and opin- 
ions is one of the invaluable rights of man ; and every citizen may freely speak, 
write, and print on any subject, being responsible for the abuse of that liberty. 

In prosecutions for the pubhcation of papers investigating the ofQcial conduct of 
officers, or men in a public^ capacity, or where the matter published is proper for 
public information, the truth thereof may be given m evidence. And in all indict- 
ments for libels, the jury shall have a right to determine the law and the facts, un- 
der the direction of the court, as in other cases. 

Sec. 16. No subsidy, charge, impost, or duties ought to be established, fixed, laid, 
or levied, under any pretext whatsoever, without the consent of the people, or 
their representatives in the legislature. 

Sec- 17. Suits may be brought against the EepubUc in such manner, and in 
such cases as the legislature may by law direct. 

Sec. 18. No person can, in any case, be subjected to the law martial, or to any 
penalties or pains, by virtue of that law, (except those employed in t)je army or 
navy, and except tlie militia in actual service,) but by the authority of the legis- 
lature. 

Sec. 19. In order to prevent those who are vested with authority from becoming 
oppressors, the people have a rig t, at such periods, and in such manner as they 
shall establish by tiieir frame of government, to cause their public olTiocrs to re- 
turn to private life, and fill up vacant places, by certam and regular elections and 
appointments. 

Sec. 20. That all prisoners shall be bailable by sufficient sureties, unless for eapi- 
3 
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tal offenses, when the proof is evident, or presumption great; and the privilege 
and the benefit of the writ of habeavS corpus shall be enjoyed in this Republic, in 
the most free, easy, cheap, expeditious, and ample manner, and shall not bo sus- 
pended by the legislature, except upon the most urgent and pressing occasions, 
and for a limited time, not exceeding twelve months. 

ARTICLE II. 

LEGISIiATIVE POWERS. 

Sec. 1. The legislative power shall bo vested in a Legislature of Liberia, and 
consist of two separate branches — a House of Representatives and a Senate, to be 
styled the Legislature of Liberia ; each of wliich shall have a negative on the other ; 
and the enacting stylo of their adi and laws shall be : " It is enacted by the Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives of the Republic of Liberia in Legislature as- 
sembled." 

Sec. 2. The representatives shall bo elected by and for the inhabitants of the 
several counties of Liberia, and shall be apportioned among the several counties of 
Liberia, as follows : The county of Montserrado shall have four representatives, the 
county of Grand Bassa iliall have three, and the county of Since shall have one, 
and all counties hereafter which shall be admitted in the Republic shall have one 
representative, and for every ten thousand inhabitants one representative shall be 
added. No person shall be a representative who has not resided in the county two 
whole years immediately previous to his election, and who shaU not, when elected, 
be an inhabitant of the county, and does not own real estate of not less value than 
one hundred and fifty dollars in the county in which he resides, and who shall not 
have attained the age of twenty-three years. The representatives shall be elected 
biennially, and shall serve two years from the time of their election. 

Sec. 3. When a vacancy occurs in the representation of any county by death, 
resignation, or otherwise, it shall bo filled by a new election. 

Sec. 4. The House of Representatives shall elect their own speaker and other 
officers ; they shall also have the solo power of impeachment. 

Sec. G. The Senate shall consist of two members from Montserrado county, two 
from Bassa county, two from Sinoo county, and two from each county which may 
be hereafter incorporated into this Republic. No person shall be a senator who 
shall not have resided three whole years immediately previous to his election in 
the Republic of Liberia^ who shall not, when elected, bo an inhabitant of the coun- 
ty which he represents, and who does not hold real estate of not less value than 
two hundred dollars in the county which he represents, and who shall not have 
attained the age of twenty-five years. The senator for each county who shall have 
the highest number of votes shall retain his seat for four years, and the one who 
shall have the next highest number of votes two years, and all who are afterwards 
elected to fill their seats shall remain in office four years. 

Sec. 6. The Senate shall try all impeachments, the senators being first sworn, 
or solemnly affirmed, to try the same impartially, and according to law ; and no 
person shall be convicted but by the concurrence of two thirds of the senators pres- 
ent. Judgment in such cases shall not extend beyond removal from office, and 
disqualification to hold an office in the Republic, but the party may still bo tried, at 
law for the same offense. 

When either the President or Vice-President is to be tried, the Chief Justice 
shall preside. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the legislature, as soon as conveniently may be 
after the adoption of this Constitution, and onco at least in every ten years after- 
wards, to cause a true census to be taken of each town and county of the Republic 
of Liberia, and a representative shall be allowed every town having a population of 
ten thousand inhabitants, ;tnd for every additional ten thousand in the counties 
after the first ccinsus one repre.^entative shall be added to that coimty untii the num- ^ 
ber of representatives shall amount to thirty — afterwards one representative shall 
be added for every thirty thousand. 

Sec. 8, Each branch of the legislature shall be judge of the election returns and 
qualifications of its own members. A majority of each shall be necessary to trans- 
act business, but a less number may adjourn from day to day, and compel the at- 
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tendance of absent members. Each House may adopt its own rules of proceed in 
enforce order, and, with the concurrence of two thirds, may expel a member. 

Sec. 9. Neitlier House shall adjourn for more than two days without tbo conseu: 
of the other ; and both Houses shall sit in the same town. 

Sec. 10. Every bill or resolution which shall have passed both branches of th* 
legislature, shall, before it becomes a law, bo laid before the President for his ap- 
proval. If he approves, ho shall sign it, if not, he shall return it to the legislature 
with his objections — if the legislature shall afterwards pass the bill or re.solutir;t: 
by a vote of two thirds in each branch, it shall become a law. If the President 
shall neglect to return such bill or rcswlution to the legislature, with his objection, 
for five days after the same shall have been so laid before him — the Legislature 
remaining in session during that time — such neglect shall be equivalent to his 
signature. 

Sec. 11. The senators and representatives shall receive frorji the Republic .i 
compensation for their services, to be ascertained by law ; and shall be privilege;! 
from arrest, except for treason, felony, or breach of the peace, while attending at.- 
going to, or returning from the session of the legislature. 

ARTICLE IIL 

EXECUTIVE POWER. 

Sec. 1. The supreme executive power shall be vested in a President, who shall 
be elected by the people, and shall hold his ofiBce for the term of two years. Ilr 
shall be commander-in-chief of the army and navy. He shall, in the recess of thi- 
legislature, have power to call out the militia, or any portion thereof, into actual 
service, in defense of the Republic. He shall have power to make treaties, provided 
the Senate concur therein by a vote of two thirds of the senators present. He fihiiii 
nominate, and, with the advice and consent of the Senate, appoint and commission 
all ambassadors, and other public ministers and consuls, Secretaries of State, of 
War, of the Navy, and of the Treasury ; attorney general, all judges of courts, 
sheriffs, coroners, marshals, justices of the peace, clerks of courts, registers, 
notaries public, and all other ofiBcers of State, civil and military, whose appointment 
may not be otherwise provided for by the Constitution, or by standing laws. Ami 
in the recess of the Senate, he may fill any vacancy in those offices, until the next 
session of the Senate. He shall receive all ambassadors and other public minister!^ .. 
He shall take care that the laws bo faithfully executed. He shall inform the legis- 
lature, from time to time, of the condition of the Republic, and recommend any 
public measures for thcir'adoption which ho may think expedient. Ho may, aftt r 
conviction, remit any public forfeitures and penalties, and grant reprieves and par- 
dons for public offenses, except in cases of impeachment. He may require informa- 
tion and advice from any public officer, touching matters pertaining to his office. 
He may, on extraordinary occasions, convene the legislature, and may adjourn tht 
two Houses whenever they cannot agree as to the time of adjournment. 

Sec. 2. There shall be a Vice-President, who shall be elected in tho same man- 
ner, and for the same term as that of the President, and whose qualifications shall 
be the.same ; he shall be President of the Senate, and give the casting vote when 
the House is equally divided on any subject. And in case of the removal of the 
President from office, or his death, resignation, or inability to discharge tho power-; 
and duties of the said office, the same shall devolve on the Vice-President, and thi- 
legislature may by law provide for the case of removal, death, resignation c^r 
inability, both of the President and Vice-President, declaring what officer shall 
then act as President, and such officer shall act accordingly, until the disability bi- 
removed, or a President shall be elected. 

Sec. 3, Tho Secretary of State shall keep tho records of tho State, and all th" 
records and paper.«i of the legislative body, and all other publlu records and docu- 
ments, not belonging to any other department, and shall lay the same, wlien 
required, before* the President or legislature. He shall attend upon them when 
required, and perform such other duties as may be oojoined by law. 

Sec. 4, The Secretary of tho Treasury or other persons who may by law I 
charged with the custody of the public moneys, shall, before he receives such 
moneys, give bonds to tho State, with sufficient sureties to the acceptance of tic 
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legislature, for the faithful discharge of his trust. He shall e:sbibit a true account 
of such moneys when required by the President or legislature ; and no moneys shidl 
be drawn from the Treasury but by warrant from the President, in cousequenco of 
appropriation made by law. 

Sec. 5. All ambassadors and other public ministers and consuls, the Secretary of 
State, of War, of the Treasury, and of the Navy, the Attorney General, and Post- 
master General, shall hold their offices during the pleasure of the President. All 
justices of the peace, sheriffs, marshals, clerks of courts, registers, and notaries 
public, shall hold their office for the term of two years, from the date of their respect- 
ive commissions ; but may be removed from office within that time by the Presi- 
dent at his pleasure; and all other officers, whose term of office may not be other- 
wise limited by law, shall hold their office during the pleasure of the President. 

Sec. 6. Every civil officer may be removed from office by impeachment, for official 
misconduct Every such officer may also be removed by the President, upon the 
address of both branches of the legislature, stating the particular reason* for his 
jremoval. 

Sec. 1. No person shall be eligible to the office of President, who has not been 
a citizen of this Republic for h.% least five years, and shall not have cttamed the age 
of thirty-five years; and who shall not be possessed of unencumbered real estate of 
not less value than six hundred dollars. 

Sec. 8. The President shall at stated times receive for his services a compensation 
which shall neither be increased nor diminished, during the period for which he 
shall have been elected. And before he enters on the execution of his office, he 
shall take the following oath or affirmation : 

I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will faitbfally execute the office of Presi- 
dent of the Republic of Liberia, and will to the best of my ability preserve, protect, 
and defend the Constitution, and enforce the laws of the Republic of Liberia. 

ARTICLE IV. 

JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT. 

Sec. 1. The judicial power of this Republic shall be vested in one Supreme 
Court, and such subordinate courts as the legislature may from time to time 
establish. The judges of the Supreme Court, and all other judges of courts, shall 
hold their office during good behavior ; but may be removed by the President, on 
the address of two thirds of both Houses, for that purpose, or by impeachment and 
conviction thereon. The judges shall have salaries established by law,, which may 
be increased, but not dininished, during their continuance in office. They shaU 
not receive any other perquisite or emoluments whatever, from parties or others, on 
account of any duty required of them. 

Sec. 2. The Supreme Court shall have original jurisdiction in all cases affecting 
ambassadors or other public ministers and consuls, and those to which the Republic 
shall be a party. In all other cases the Supreme CoMxt shall have appellate juris- 
diction, both as to law and fact, with such exceptions and under such regulations 
as the legislature shall from time to time make. 

ARTICLE Y. 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 

Sec. 1. All laws now in force in the Commonwealth of Liberia, and not repugnant 
to this Constitution, shall be in force as the laws of the Republic of IJiberia, until 
they shaU be repealed by the legislature. 

Sec. 2. All judges, magistrates, and other officers now concerned in the adminis- 
tration of justice in the Commonwealth of Liberia, and all other existing civil and 
military officers therein, shall continue to hold and discharge their respective offices 
in the name and by the authority of the Republic, until others shall be appointed 
and commissioned in their stead pursuant to this Constitution. 

Sec. 3. All towns and municipal corporations within this Republic, constituted 
under the laws of the Commonwealth of Liberia, shall retain their existing organi- 
zations and privileges, and the respective officers thereof shall remain, in office, and 
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act under the authority of this Republic, in the same manner and with the like 
powers as they now possess under the laws of said Commonwealth. 

Sec. 4. The first election of President, Vice-President, Senators, and Represen- 
tatives shall be held on the first Tuesday in October in the year of our Lord eighteen 
hundred and forty-seven, in the same manner as elections of members of the Coun- 
cil are chosen in the Commonwealth of Liberia, and the votes shall be certified and 
returned t© the Colonial Secretary, and the result of the election shall bo ascer- 
tained, posted, and notified by him as it is now by law provided in case of such 
members of Council. 

Sec. 5. All other elections of President, Vice-Presi<tent, senators, and represent- 
atives, shall be held in the respective towns on the first Tuesday in May, in every 
two years, to be held and regulated in such manner as the legislature may by law 
prescribe. The returns of votes shall be made to the Secretary of State, who shall 
open the same, and forthwith issue notices of the election to the persons apparently 
so elected senators and rapresentatives ; and all such retuqis shall be by him laid 
before the legislature at its next ensuing session, together with a hst of the names 
of the persons who appear by such returns to have been duly elected senators and 
representatives; and. the persons appearing by such returns to be duly elected, 
shall proceed to organize themselves accor^ngly as the Senate and House of Re- 
presentatives. The votes for President shall be sorted, counted, and declared by 
the House of Representatives. And if no person shall appear to have a majority 
of such votes, the senatora and representatives present shall, in convention, by 
joint ballot, el6ct from among the persons having the three highest numbers of 
votes, a person to act as President for the ensuing term. 

Sec, 6. The legislature shall assemble once at least in every year, and such 
meeting shall be on the first Monday in January, unless a dififerent day shall be 
appointed by la^Jr. 

Sec. 1. Every legislator and other officer appointed under this Constitution, shall, 
before he enters upon the duties of his office, take and subscribe a solemn oath 
or affirmation to support the Constitution of this Republic, and faithfully and impar- 
tially discharge the duties of such office. The presiding officer of the Senate shall 
administer such oath or affirmation to the President, in convention of both Houses ; 
and the President shall administer the same to th^ Vice-President, to the senators, 
and to the repre.sentatives in Uke manner. If the President is unable to attend, 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court may administer the oath or affirmation to 
him, at any place, and also to the Vice-President, senators, and representatives, in 
convention. Other officers may take such oath or affirmation before the President, 
Chief Jusstice, or any other person who may be designated by law. 

Sec. 8. All elections of public officers shall be made by a majority of the votes, 
except in cases otherwise regulated by the Constitution or by law. 

Sec. 9. Offices created by this Constitution which the ciicumstances of the Re- 
public do not require that they shall be filled, shall not be filled until the legisla- 
ture shall deem it necessary. 

Sec. 10. The property of which a woman may be possessed at the time of her 
marriage, and also that of which she may afterwards become posseased, otherwise 
than by her husband, shall not bo held responsible for liis debts, whether contracted 
before or after marriage. 

Nor shall the property thus intended to be secured to the woman be alienated 
otherwise than by her fi-ee and voluntary consent, and such alienation may be made 
by her either by sale, devise or other^vise. 

Sec. 11. In all ca.ses in which estates are insolvent, the widow shall be entitled 
to one third of the real estate during her natural hfe, and to one third of the per- 
sona? estate, which she shall hold in her own right, subject to alienation by her, by 
devise or otherwiae. 

Sec. 12. No person shall be entitled to hold real estate in this RepubUc unless he 
be a citizen of the same. Nevertheless, this article shall not be construed to apply 
to colonization, missionary, educational, or other benevolent institutions, so long as 
the property or estate is applied to its legitimate purposes. 

Sec. 13- The great object of formi;[ig these colonies being to provide a home for 
the dispersed and oppressed children of Africa, and to regenerate and enlighten this 
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benighted continent, none but persons of color shall be admitted to citizenship in 
this Republic. 

Sec. 14. The purchase of any land by any citizen or citizens from the aborigines 
of this country, for his or their own use, or for the benefit of others, as estate or 
•'States in fee simple, shall be considered null and void to all intents and purposes. 

Sko. 15. The improvement of the native tribes, and their advancement in the arts 
of agriculture and husbandry bemg a cherished object of this Government, it shall 
be the duty of the President to appoint in each county some discreet person, whose 
duty it shall be to make regular and periodical tours through the country, for the 
purpose of calling the attention of the natives to these wholesome branches of 
industry, and of instructing them in the same ; and the legislature shall, as soon as 
can conveniently be done, make provision for these purposes by the appropriation 
of money. 

Sec. 16. The existing regulations of the American Colonization Society, in the 
(commonwealth, relative to emigrants, shall remain the ssyne in the Republic, until 
regulated by compact between the Society and the Republic: nevertheless, the 
legislature shall jnake no law prohibiting emigration. Aid it shall be among the 
tirst duties of the legislature to take measures to arrange the future relations 
between the American Colonization Society and this Republic. 

Sec. 17, This Constitution may be altered whenever two thirds of both branches 
of the legislature may deem it necessary. In wliich case the alterations or amend- 
ments shall first be considered and approved by the legislatm'e, by the concurrence 
of two thu'ds of ithe members of each branch, and afterwards by them submitted 
to the people, and adopted by two thirds of all the electors at the next biermial 
meeting for tiie election of senators and representatives. 

Done in Convention at Monrovia, in the county of Montserrado, by the unanimous 
consent of the people of the Commonwealth of Liberia, this twenty-sixth day of 
.Tuly, in the year of our Lord one thousand and eight hundred and forty-seven, and 
of the Republic the first.

OP THE 

AMERICAI COLONIZATION SOCIETY. 



Article 1. This Society sball be called The American Colonization Society." 

Art. 2. Tlie object to wbich its attention is to be exclusively directed is, to promote and 
execute a plan Tor colonizing, with tbeir own consent, tbe free people of colur residing in our 
country, «n Africa, or such other place asCongress staati deem expedient.. And the Society shall 
act, to efiTect this object, in co-operation with the General Government and such of the States 
as may adopt regulations on tbe subject. 

Art, 3. Every citizen of the United States who shall have paid to the funds of the Society 
the sum of one dollar, shall be a member of the Society for one year from the lime of such pay> 
ment. Any citizen who shall have paid the sum of thirty dollars, shall be a member for life. And 
any citizen paying the sum of one thousand dollars, shall be a Director for life. Foreigners 
may be made members by vote of the Society or of the Directors. 

Art. 4. The Society shall meet annually, at Washington, on the third Tuesday in January, 
and at such other times and places as they shall direct. At the annual meeting, a Pre«ideut 
and Vice Presidents shall be chosen, who shall perform the duties appropriate to those oinces. 

Art. 5. There shall be a Board ot Directors composed of the Directors for life and of Dele* 
gates from the several State Sucieties and societies for the District of Columbia and Territories 
of tbe United Sfatcs. Each of such societies shall be entitled to one Delegate for every five 
hundred dollars paid into the treasury of this Society within the year previous to the annual 
meeting. 

Art. 6. The Board shall annually appoint one or more Secretaries, a Treasurer, and an 
Executive Committee of seven persons — all of whom shall ex-officio be members of the Board, 
having a right to be present at its meetings, and to take part in the transaction of its business : 
but they fihsU not vote, except as provided in Article 7. 

Art. 7. The Board of Directors shall meet annually, in Wa&hington, immediately after the 
annual meeting of the Society, and at such other times and places as it shall appoint, or at the 
request of tbe Executive Committee, and at the request of any three of the Auxiliary State 
Societies, communicated to the Corresponding Secretary. Seven Directors shall form a quorum- 
But if, at any annual meeting, or meeting regularly called, a less number be in attendance, then 
five members of the Execuiivc Committee, with such Directors, not less than four, as may be 
present, shall constitute a Board, and have competent authority to transact any business of the 
Society ; provided, however, that the Board thus constituted shall carry no question unless the 
vote be unanimous. 

Art. 8, The Executive Committee shall meet according to its own appointment, or at the 
call of the Secretary. This Committee shall have discretionary power to transact the business 
of the Society, subject only to such limitations as are found in its charter, in this Constitu- 
tion, and in the votes that have been passed, or may hereafter be passed, by the Board of Di- 
rectors, The Secretary and Treasurer shall be members of the Committee ex-officio, with the 
right to deliberate, but not to vote. The Committee is aulhorized to fill all vacancies in Its own 
body ; to appoint a Secretary or Treasurer whenever such offices are vacant ; and to appoint 
and direct such agents as may be necessary for the service of the Society. At every annuai 
meeting, the Committee shall report their doings to the Society, and to the Board of Directors. 

Art. 9. This Constitution may be amended, upon a proposition to that effect by any of the 
Societies represented in the Board of Directors, transmitted to the Secretary, and published in 
the official paper of the Society, three months before the annual meeting ; provided such amend- 
ment receive the sanction of two-thirds of the Board, at its next annual meeting.

1. Tub Officon of the Society arc respectively the like OfRoers of the Board, and shall per- 
form corrctponding duties therein. 

2. The President, or, in hio absence, the Vice-Preaident, first in the order of election, who 
may be present, otherwise one of the managers, chosen pro t£m.y shall preside at the meetings 
of the Board. 

3. Stated meetings of the Board shall takti place on the third Tuesday of each month, and 
the notices of snch meetings shall be given by the Corresponding Secretary. 

4. Special meetings of the Board may be called by the President, or upon the application Of 
at least tbrte members o( the Board ; the noiict-s of such special me«>tlDg8 to be given bj the 
Corres(jondiog Secretary, and the object thereof shall be stated in the notices. 

5. The presiding oAicer shall fill up all special committees appointed at the meeting at 
which he preaide*. nnleafl it he othemite direettw! in feso!utios!< sppoit-tiGj; them. 

6. Tnere shall he an Executive Cominittee of seven, to be appointed annually by the Board, 
firom its members, at the first regular mcMtng in each year after the Soeiety^s annual meeting, 
whose cmoo it ihall be to trsssact th« ordSsary bssisess cf the Board, and report, by re%4i^ 
its own miuntcs, at each stated meeting of the Bosxi. The Oorrespondiag Secretary shall b* 
ex-qfficio a member of the Eiecutlve Committee. 

7. Of the Executive Commitiee, three shall be a quorum. The Board may at any time de- 
clare and fill vacancies In, and control and regulate the proceedings of, the Executive Oom* 
mittee. 

8. There shall be a Finance Committee of threw members, who aball be appointed at the 
same time with the Executive Committee, whose doty it shall be to assist the Treasurer in the 
managoiiient of the funds of the Society, and audit all bills for the current expenses of the 
Board, and such other matters as may be referred to it by the Board. 

9. Reports of si»ecial committees shill be In writing, unless excused by the Board. 

10. Special meetings of the Society, provided for ia the elgbch Article of the Constitution, 
may be called at any time, and regulattd by resolution of the Board, at any atated or special 
meeting. 

11. the Recording Secretary shall preserve, in a book provided for the purpose, an accnrate 
copy of the Constitution of the Society, and of these By-Laws, and alao record therein aaend- 
msnts of said Ounatitutlon and By-Laws, which may be made fiom time to time. Me shall no- 
tify the Chairmen of Committees, in writing, of the names of the members composing their 
committees respectivdy, and of tho object of their appointment. He shall notify offlcers and 
managers of tbeiv ete^Uon. 

12. The Tresaorer sbsH keep a regular aceoont of all moneys by him received or disbursed, 
and shall make no payments, on account of the Society, except by resulution of the Board, or 
Fmance Commitiee. His accounts shall be examined by an auditing committee of the Board, 
during the month preceding the annual meeting in each year. He shall rtnder an account cwxMt 
at every stated meeting of tbe Board, and bis annual account shall te/mlnate with the 31st MMdu 

13. The order of business at stated meetings of the Board shall be a* follows: 

(I.) Reading the minutes of tfae last stated meeting, and of interooedlale meetings of the 
Board. 

(2 ) Report of Executive Committee. 
(3 ) Rupert of Corresponding Secretary. 
(,4.) Reyort of Treasnrer. 

(5.) Reports of Special Committees, in the order in which they stard on the minutes. 
(6.) Miscellaneous business. 

14. These By-Laws .nay be amended at any regular meeting of the Board, upon a propoat« 
ti«n in writing, staling the proposed amendment made by any meml»er at a meeting preceding 
that at which such pruposilic acted upon.
